Produced  In  the  Soviet  Union.  '  Pro- 
fessor Mamlock  '  has  been  deserlbed 
by  critics  as  a  "screen  IndlctOMnt  of 
Hitler's  regime." 

At  the  Soviet  pavilion  It  was  said 
that  "Professor  Mamlock"  had  been 
withdrawn  In  accordance  with  the 
policy  of  periodically  changing  the 
motion-picture  fare,  and  It  was  only 
a  coincidence  that  its  removal  two 
days  ago  came  shortly  after  the  an- 
nouncement of  thp  Vszi-Sovlet  non- 
aggression  pact  and  commercial 
I  treaty.
